The following proclamation has been 
issued by President Harrison for the 
Washin centennial to be celebrated 
April 30 


A hundred years have passed since the 


government which our forefathers founded 


was formally organized At noon on the 
uth day of 1750, in the city of New 
York and inthe presence of an assembly 
of the heroic men, whose patriotic devotion 
had led the colonies to vy wy and in- 
dependence, George Washington took the 
oath of office as chief magistrate of the 
new-born republic. This impressive act 


was preceded at 9 o'clock in the morning in 
all the churches of the city by prayer for 
God's blessing on the government and its 
first president 


The centennial of this illustrious event in 


our history has been declared a general 
holiday by act of Congress, to the end that 
the people of the whole country may join 


in commemorative exercises appropriate to 
the day. In order that the joy of the occa 
sion may be associated with deep thankful- 
ness in the minds of the people te all our 
blessings in the past, and a devout suppli- 
cation to God for their continu

The present law provides that every 


owner or keeper of a dog shall forfeit to 
any person injured by it double the amount 
of the damages sustained by him: that 
any person may kill a dog that suddenly 
| assaults him while he is peaceably walking 
or riding without the 
owner; and if a person so assaulted, or 
tindng the dog strolling beyond the owner's 
inclosure, complains before a justice of the 
peace and swears that he suspects the dog 
to be dangerous or mischievous, the owner 
|shall forthwith kill or confine the dog. 
| The penalty for con-compliance with such 
j notice is $10, and any person may kill the 
| dog if it is again found strolling out of the 
i inclosure. In case of further 
| damage after notice to the owner, he is 
| liable for treble the amount of the injury.

How to Treat a Cold.

As is well 
known, the revolution went on to much

Not long after the general pacification of | 


1815 the nations of Europe began to extend 
| the scope of those great fairs which have been 
| held for centuries at noted places, Among 
| these that of Novgorod obtained a wonderful 

celebrity, and *‘Donnybrook fair” in Ireland, 

thoug this reputation is rather comical, was 
| really an occasion of great commercial and 
| industrial importance. Previous to the Na- 

poleonic wars the fairs at which many na- 

tions were represented were chiefly in the 

eastern border of Europe or in Asia, as was 

patural in the days of great caravans; and 

the English were the first to make a brilliant 
| success in the west. It is scarcely possible to 
| convey to the younger generation a fair idea 
| of the interest created by the world’s fair and 
| Crystal palace of 1851. The fair was not only 
a wonder in itself, and the palace a marvel 
of skill, but they came at a time when, by 
an extraordinary combination of events, the 
whole world was at peace. All classes of the 
English people entered into the scheme with 
the wildest enthusiasm, the queen giving ar- 
dent support and her husband, the prince 
consort, devoting his entire time toit. The 
occasion was w peculiar that euthusiasm 
easily ran into fanaticism, and prophets ran 
to and fro, and grave divines gave their 
opinion that as this was the first era since the 
advent of Christ in which all nations were at 
peace, so there would be, as.in the time of 
Christ, a universal movement of the nations, 
and finally one language and religion. 

Some of the figureson the first world’s fair 
still create amazement. For the main build- 
ings more material was gathered than that in 
the pyramids of Eygpt, and no less than 240 
plans were drawn, examined and rejected be- 
fore the form of the Crystal palace could be 

termined, the great difficulty being the 
support of the immense arched roof. The 
plan was after all the result of a combination 
or compromise and so peculiar that no fair 
conception of it can be presented in words. 
There were three series of elevations, 64, 44 
gnd 24 feet in height, intersected at the cen- 
ter by a transept 72 feet wide, and with a 
roof 108 feet high in the center. From north 
to south the palace was 1,85] feet long, and 
its main breadth was 456 feet. Thus it cov- 
ered eighteen acres, and yet this enormous 
structure was completed in a few weeks after 
work actually began on the ground. The 
pillars rested on beds of concrete sunk deep 
in the ground, and all the nuts, bolts, beams

Cabbage in Half an Hour. 
For the benefit of the mothers who may 
} think either I or the cooking-school have 
gone astray on the matter of cooking cab- 
bage, I want to emphasize here the ad- 
vantage of the new way over the old. I 
was as sceptical over the notion of cabbage 
being properly cooked in half an hour as 
any one of youcan be; but my first ex- 
periment corrected me, and all who tasted 
this maligned vegetable served after the 
new method declared themselves surprised. 
Have plenty of salted, boiling water, in 
which a teaspoonful of soda has been dis- 
solved, plunge the cabbage in, top down- 
ward, leave it uncovered and let it boil 
until tender; that will be, as given in the 
timte-table, from twenty minutes to half ap 
hour. Take it out into a colander, drain 
weil, put into a hot dish, put in bits of 
butter, some salt and pepper, and serve at 
once, It will be as delicate as cauliflower; 
the color will be retained, and there will 
not be an unpleasant odor over the house, 
such as is always associated with boiled 
cabbage. Try it once, and then see if the 
school kitchen learning has not gotten 
several steps in advance of your old, tra- 
ditional methods.— Wide Awake. 


Plenty of Hot Water. 


One of the most important and most 
neglected parts of the kitchen duties is 
keeping plenty of hot water on the 
stove. Very few cooks can be taught to 
replenish a kettle as soon as it is emptied.

up once a year at “ house-cleaning,”’ the 
conditions are very favorable for the car- 
pet bug’s increase, particularly where the 
house-cleaning is hurriedly and carelessly 
done. When a house has once become in- 
fested nothing bat the most energetic 
measures will completely rid it of the pest, 
and in complete riddance is the only hope, 
as in a year a very few individuals will so 
increase as to do great damage. At house- 
cleaning time then, as many rooms should 
be bared at once as possible and the house- 
keeper should go carefully over the rooms, 
removing all dust, and with a hand-atom- 
izer charged with benzine should puff the 
liquid into all the floor cracks and under 
the base-boards until every crevice has 
been reached. The carpets themselves, 
after thorough beating, should be lightly 
sprayed with the same substance, which 
will quickly evaporate, leaving no odor 
after a short time. The inflammability of 
benzine should be rememberd, however, 
and no light should be brought near it. 
This, done, before relaying the carpets, it 
will be well to pour into the cracks a 
moderately thick mixture of plaster of 
Paris and water which soon sets and fills 
them with a solid substance into which the 
insects will not enter. Then lay around 
the borders of the room a width of tarred 
roofing-paper and afterward relay the car- 
pets. This thorough treatment should 
answer in the very worst cases, and ina 
house so cleaned the insect will probably 
not regain a foot-hold during the ensuing 
year. Cloth-covered furniture which may 
have also become infested should be 
steamed or also treated with benzine, and 
chests or drawers in which infested cloth- 
ing has been stored should be thoroughly 


folded sheet will do) smoothly over the 
suspected part of the carpet, and ironing 
it with a hot iron. The steam thus gen- 
erated will pass through the carpet and kill 
all the insects immediately beneath. If 
not too laborious, an entire room could be 
treated to advantage in this way.—Good 
Housekeeping.

Old Homes in America. 

“In nocivilized country are there so few 
old homes,” says Professor Charles Eliot 
Norton, writing in Scribner of ancestral] 
homes in America. Mr. Norton appears 
to think this altogether an evil. He pro- 
ceeds to detail the sad consequences of 
this state of things. He seems to partly 
lose sight of the fact that the lack of old 
homes is itself a conse quence, not a 
cause, of the general unsettledness of the 
American people. 

We are not old enough as a people yet 
to have settled homes. Ina large part 
of the country the pioneer's cabin—or 
“shanty,” in our graphic vernacular—is 
only now beginning to give place to the 
more stantial dwelling that energy 
and industry have built. Professor Nor- 
ton would not have us live for 
cabins ar hoped.

It was not 
until 1772 that Lord Mansfield pronounced

but his authorship was never suspected, until 
he avowed it in a letter more than twenty 
years later. Resolutions of similar import 
were passed by the Virginia legislature in 
179, drafted by Mr. Madison, not materially 
differing from Jefferson’s. Thus were sown 
the seeds which afterwards brought us so 
much trouble. Near the close of the war of 
1812 was held the rather unsavory ‘‘Hartford 
Convention,”’ which wrought the complete 
ruin of the Federal party. Its resort to 
inflammatory rhetoric was denounced as 
tending toward ultimate disunion; but when 
in one section there has developed a senti- 
ment tending to disunion, there has arisen a 
party and a sentiment in other sections t 
battle it.

The great ordinance of 1787, intended to 
act as a restriction upon slavery in the terri- 
tories of the United States north and west| 
of the Ohio river, is one of the great land- 
marks of freedom in our history; and to 
Massachusetts may be credited the great 
honor of having furnished the public man | 
who put into this ordinance its saving clause 
in the interest of freedom—Mr. Dane. 

Besides recognizing slavery, the Constitu- 
tion gave representation not only to the 
whites, but to three-fifths of all other per- 
sons, excluding Indians not taxed. This 
gave the South great advantage over the 
North. The rapid increase of slavery and 
its great importance to the South were accel- 
erated by the invention of the cotton gin by 
Eli Whitney. People who have not thought 
upon this subject little realize that this in- 
vention increased the value of property in 
the South one hundred million dollars in a 
brief period. One of the unexpected results 
of the cotton gin and the purchase of Louis- 
iana, was to give to the advocates of slavery 


of states, has a right to withdraw itself from 
this Union of its own account. The same 
power that knit us together, can unknit. 


| The saine formality which made the land- 


marks of the Union is necessary to dissolve 
it. The majority of the states which formed 
the Union mast consent to the withdrawal 
of any portion of it. Until that consent has 
been obtained, any attempt to dissolve the 
Union, or destroy the efficacy of its laws, is 
treason—treason to all intents and purposes.” 
Mr. Webster, in his immortal reply to Hayne, 
had laid down the great constitutional obli- 
gations to maintain the Union. 

These slight evidences of a desire to break 
the Union, “the rule or ruin policy,’’ was 
shown in a greater degree than ever before 
during the presidency of Andrew Jackson; 
but that brave, patriotic man, and civil mag- 
istrate, was a lover of his country and of the 
Union. Andrew Jackson and John C. Cal- 
houn, two of the most remarkable men ever 
produced in this country, or in any other, 
were the leaders of the rival forces by which 
the nullification issue was brought to a prac- 
tical conclusion.

It was originally intended to remodel the 
large Huntington residence for the Quincy 
Hospital, but this was abandoned, and an 
entirely new structure will be erected, and 
in the light of the following, the move 
seems expedient. 

A hospital of this nature should be 
located with care and judgment, as much 
depends on the environment. The lot of 
land should be ample to allow for uninter- 
rupted access of light and air and to pro- 
vide for future enlargement. The exer- 
| cise of the convalescent patients should 
| also be remembered in pleasant little walks 
and sunny nooks. The soil should be 
gravelly, and the land should slope toward 
the southwest, that the full value of the 
sunlight may be received, and the force of 
the north and east winds be broken. The 
water supply should be ample, and the 
water itself pure, and the drainage should 
be effectually disposed of.

At Jackson, Miss., the river was at one 
miles wide. It would be in- 
teresting to know what peculiar atmos- 
pheric or planetary disturbance has been 
behind it all. 

The strangest feature of all in connec- 
tion with the floods and ruin in the 
United States is that the storm which 
wrecked Johnstown seems to have gone 
around the world. Within a day or two 
after our great storm, a hurricane and 
water spout caused great destruction 
and death at Reichenbach, Germany.
